INVENTOR DIES 
Charles F. Kettering 


Car Genius 
Kettering 


Dies at 82 


DAYTON, Ohio #—Charies F. 
Kettering, 82, the engineering 
genius whose mechanical gifts to 
the world include the automobile 
self-starter, died Tuesday. 


Death came to the famed “Boss 
Kett” in his Dayton home at 2:43 
p.m., after only a brief illness. 
He suffered a slight stroke Sun- 
day, and went into a coma earlier 
Tuesday after a second stroke. 


The inventor’s genius had won 
him worldwide honors—and a for- 
tune estimated at many millions. 
In recent years he had been using 
this fortune to establish founda- 
tions for scientific studies with the 
aim. of helping all mankind. 

He held 140 patents on his own 
inventions and improvements on 
the inventions of others which rev- 
olutionized a dozen industries. 


He had been head of the re- 
search division of General Motors 
Corp., and he remained active 
long after he announced his for- 
mal retirement in 1947. 


With the inventor when he died 
was his only son, Eugene, of 
Hinsdale, [ll. His wife died in 
1946. 


Kettering was already an es- 
tablished inventor and develop- 
ment engineer when he entered 
the automotive field. He had col- 
laborated with E. A. Deeds in 
developing the electric cash reg- 
ister for the National Cash Reg- 
ister Co. of Dayton. He left that 
firm in 1910 to form the Dayton 
Engineering Laboratories Co., lat- 
er known as “Delco,”’ developers 
of farm light and water systems. 


But he got into the automotive 
field even before General Motors 
absorbed Delco in 1919. When

Allies have decided to use a fleet 
of more than 600 four - engined 
planes to supply their garrisons in 
Berlin if the East German Com- 
munists cut the city’s regular 
lifelines to the West, diplomatic 
sources said Tuesday night. 


The United States, Britain and 
France drew up a firm common 
plan of action in Berlin providing 
for defense of the city with 
tanks and guns, if necessary, the 
sources said. 


PAST 10 DAYS

The immediate plan of action 
was based on the premise that 
the Soviets will give East Ger- 
mans the right to control West- 
ern Allied traffic to isolated Ber- 
lin.

DeKalb Jury Findings 


Merit Careful Attention 


The outgoing DeKalb County Grand 
Jury made significant recommendations 
concerning justice of the peace courts 
and the City of Atlanta prison farm, 
which, is located in DeKalb. 

Calling for abolition of JP courts in 
the county, the jury maintained that De- 
Kalb is “an-urban county requiring serv- 
ices arid courts of a modern type.” 

The finding is in line with a growing 
belief expressed in various parts of the 
nation that the JP court system has out- 


: lived.its usefulness. 


Its dependence on fees, coupled with 


the lack of legal training of many who 


serve as justices of the peace, has in- 
curred mounting criticism. 

Serious consideration should be given 
to the jury’s recommendation. 

As for the Atlanta prison farm, by 
and large it functions well considering 
the size of its population, prisoner turn- 
over and the number of repeaters. But 
this is the second grand jury this year 
to find fault with its medical facilities 
and they, along with the lack of fire 


safeguards referred to in the present- 


ments, should be checked into immedi- 
ately and any needed changes made. 

Rehabilitation of alcoholies, as advo- 
cated for some time by City Judge James 
Webb, is still a sensible method of cut- 
ting down on the number of repeaters and 
at the same time improving conditions 
which the grand jury found objection- 
able.

Only Most Foolish City 
Ignores Urban Renewal 


All cities, large and small, would do 
well to keep before them the fact that 
unless they move into the field of urban 
renewal, their future will be one of de- 
cline rather than growth. ' 


At the meeting of the National Con- 
ference on Metropolitan Growth, statistics 
were presented by planners which dra- 
matically posed the problem of the fu- 
ture. 


In the next 20 years urban areas must 
“make a place” for 72 million more peo- 
ple with all the urban services, schools 
and other facilities now regarded as es- 
sential by all city residents. 


The cost of this undertaking will be 
a minimum of $1,100 per capita for the 
services .. . a total of many billions of 
dollars. Existing sources of revenue, plus 
private expenditures, all will have to 
be utilized to do the imaginative job 
demanded: by the pressures of the future. 
It. adds up to a considerable financial 
burden, which is why planning must be 
done well in advance.

Atlanta — The states accuse 
the federal government of inter- 
ference in the school crisis; but 
the states give the local govern- 
ing bodies no discretion at all.

Nixon is on third base after 
playing a whale of a Series. Up 
comes a rookie. He was on the 
bench all season. He hit one 
home run earlier in the game, 
and was instantly acclaimed by 
the bleachers as the second most 
valuable—most wanted—player of 
the year. 

Nelson Rockefeller’s quick, na- 
tionwide acceptance as a com- 
manding national figure in the 
Republican Party doesn’t mean 
the 1960 nomination is headed 
right into his lap inevitably, but 
it unloosens the whole political 
picture and throws out past pre- 
dictions. 

At the least it means Nixon’s 
nomination no longer can be 
taken for granted. 

At the most it means a band- 
wagon rush to Rockefeller is 
under way and nothing can stop 
the Republican convention—not 
even Rockefeller himself—from 
nominating him as a “sure win- 
ner.” 

Realistic Nixon supporters are 
surprised Rockefeller, in the first 
flush of his great New York vic- 
tory, didn’t do better in the first 
Gallup. Poll than come in only a 
good second. They point out 
Nixon always has been a contro- 
versial figure, and that he is, 
temporarily at least, identified 
with the Republican congression- 
al defeat. For the present they 
are inclined to argue that the 
vice president is at his low point, 


and is. more likely to gain rather 
than lose strength in the future. 

Will the contest for the 1960 
nomination be another struggle 
between the more conservative 
Republicans and the internation- 
al-liberal Republicans—like a 
struggle which took place be 
tween Taft and Dewey and be- 
tween Taft and.Eisenhower? (In 
these contests the conservatives 
always lost and the liberal-inter- 
nationalists always won. 

It may at times appear to be 
that kind of contest, but it will 
not be so in substance. The rea- 
son is that there will be no out- 
standing contender for: the nomi- 
nation representing the right 
wing of the party since Sen. 
Knowland lost the California gov- 
ernorship. 

Both Nixon and Rockefeller are 
on the liberal, activist side of 
the party—Rockefeller only a lit- 
tle more so. 

The danger to Nixon’s hopes 
doés not come, per se, from the 
rising strength of Rockefeller. It 
will come should future polls 
consistently show that Nixon runs 
behind the leading Democratic 
candidates. : 

If the Republicans think either 
Nixon or Rockefeller could win, 
they would, I think, pick Nixon. 

If the Republican decision in 
1960 is between a probable win- 
ner and a probable loser, the 
will to win will prevail over ide- 
ology.

In 1925, he founded the C. F. 
Kettering Foundation at Antioch 
College for the study of- chloro- 
phyll and photosynthesis. 


Later he established a fever 
therapy research project at Miami 
Valley Hospital, Dayton. This pro- 
duced the Kettering hypertherm, 
used in fever therapy by leading 
hospitals. 


In 1945, jointly with Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., retired board chairman 
of General Motors, he established 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute for 
Cancer Research. 


The man whose list of inventions 
rivals that of the late Thomas A. 
Edison was born Charles Franklin 
Kettering on a farm three miles 
north of Loudonville in Ashland 
County, Ohio, Aug. 29, 1876. 


Farm chores irked him. He pre- 
ferred to read. He would rather 
tinker with his mother’s sewing 
machine than dig potatoes. By the 
time he finished high school, he 
had read more books than all the 
boys in Loudonville combined. But 
he paid a price. His eyesight gave 
out frequently. 


POST-HOLE DIGGER 

The failing eyes forced young 
Kettering to drop out of Ohio State 
University several times. During 
one of his out-of-college intervals, 
he became a post-hole digger for a 
telephone firm and soon became 
foreman. That’s when he got the 
nickname “Boss Kett.” 


It was not until 1904 at the age 
of 28 that he won his engineering 
degree and launched his amazing 
inventive career. 


Years later, he was to say: “To 
me, science is merely finding out 
how nature does things . . . it’s 
just as simple /as* that.”

Remember Good Old Days 
Of No Washers, Mixers? 


_ Do some of you older readers remember the time 
when there was no washing machine, no dishwasher, 
No frozen foods, no mixers or mixes? If you were a 
young mother, you cooked over a hot stove literally and 
you scrubbed on a washboard and you got down on 
your knees to wash the floors, and you beat the rugs 


on the line in the yard. 


On the day before the bread box 
was empty, you mixed bread to 
let it rise overnight and the next 
morning you shaped the loaves 
and the biscuits to let them rise 
again before the ceremony of bak- 
ing took place. Cake mixing was 
a muscular feat, too, for the 
longer you beat it the lighter it 
was, and a leaden cake was a dis- 
grace. 


Were these the good old days? 
Well, in a sense they were. There 
were no gadgets, to be sure, to 
help the young mother, but if the 
young husband and father was 
getting on at all in the world he 
was able to provide human hands 
and a loyal heart for her in the 
form of a mother’s helper at per- 
haps $4 or $5 a week.

Molly Gives a Push 


To the ‘Goof Ball’ Fad

Running rampant is the ‘‘goof 
ball” fad which is gradually 
seeping into many Atlanta 
homes. Women users are found 
to be as guilty as men, accord- 


ing to Lt. Ivy Thomas, head 


of the vice squad of the Atlanta 
Police Department. The lieuten- 
ant gives youngsters in the At- 
lanta area a fairly clean rec- 
ord, however. But he said it 
would behoove Atlanta parents 
to be on the lookout for teen-age 
consumption of barbiturates—a 
fad which has swept teen-age 
circles in many other American 
cities and ig expected to hit 
here. 


Among the most notorious ped- 
diers of these drugs are wom- 
en of extremely low caliber who 
have given Lt. Thomas and his 
vice squad a run for their sirens. 
Says the lieutenant: “Some of 
these women are as vicious as 
the drugs they peddle.” He goes 
on to say that the illicit sale of 
barbiturates is among the great- 
est problems of the police de 
partment. 


Here’s the story of Joey the 
truck driver and Molly, the bar- 
biturate peddler: 


On a fonely stretch of road 
that leads into Atlanta, a large 
moving van pulled up beside a 
grimy, unpainted allnight coffee 
shop. Joey, the driver, switched 
off the lights, mopped his sweaty 
brow and went in for a much 
needed cup of java. It was past 
midnight and Joey was tired. 

It was there he met Molly. 


“Tired, buddy?” she called out 
lazily. “I’ve got just the thing 
for you.” Why don’t you try one 
of these little: pills. They'll pep 
you up a lot faster than that 
cup of slop yur drinkin’.” 


And so another barbiturate 
sale was made upping the stock 
of the “‘bugg”’ pill that sold with- 
out a prescription and the source 
of which still remains a mystery 
to Lt. Thomas. Molly was even- 
tually nabbed with. ‘‘the goods” 
however, and was asked to be a 
guest of the state. 


DAYS AND NIGHTS 


Her days and nights of plying 
susceptible truckers with her 
dangerous wares came to a halt 
—at least for a while. Her stay 
with the state will be a short 
one however, and she will once 
more be free. 


While the peddling of barbitur- 
ates is considered a misdemea- 
nor by the courts, Lt. Thomas 
said it was only in the last 
two or three years that the 
tremendous traffic in unauthoriz- 
ed barbiturates was 

brought to the attention of local 
authorities. “Yellow jackets, 
little jugs, red balls and pare- 
goric are just a few of the “joy 
jags” being sold by the agents 
of the underworld to anybody 
who wants to make ‘‘a buy,”* he 
said. ‘““Where does it come from? 
I wish we knew. One of the 
sources no doubt is the drug- 
store that often becomes the 
victim of robbery,” the lieuten- 
ant remarked. ©

“Then, I came to Atlanta to play in the All-Star game, and | 
hurt it again. We didn’t know it was broken, for the first X rays 
didn’t show it. Of course, I couldn’t play in the game; in fact, I 
couldn't even get out of bed the next morning. 


“But I got to feeling better. They took some more X rays,”’ Sapp 
continued, ‘“‘and the doctor called and told them to find me. You 
can't imagine how a guy feels to be walking around and have ‘em 
tell you that you have a broken neck. But that’s what happened 
to me. 


“They put me in a cast for six months, and the doctor 
wouldn’t even talk to me about football. But Coach Butts and 
Coach Lumpkin came down to Macon and told me that they 
wanted me to keep my scholarship. 


“So I came on to school, but I never even went’ to the field 
house my freshman year. I had missed the Thanksgiving game and 
the All-Star game .. . the two that I'd always wanted to play in

Notes on Changing Ball Angle 


The “run” alley, on which spin action results in an exaggerated 
curve, presents a problem even to the experts. There are two 
principal methods of adjusting. 

One way of holding the strike 
line is to adjust the grip. The 
thumb is pointed straight ahead, 
instead of slightly to the left in 
the course of the swing. This, in 
the absence of arm lift, reduces 
hook break to compensate for the 
natural (or unnatural) run of the 
alley. 4 

The other way is to change 
the starting position to get a 
wider angle at the strike pocket. 
In this stanee, the feet and body 
are turned a little to the right, 
as shown in the sketch, so that 
the No. 3 pin becomes the target. 
This is effective, but it involves 
several considerations. Care 
must be exercised to finish the 
swing with a reach for direction, 
instead of pulling the ball. up 
sharply at release. Too much 
: wide angle. The run of the alley must be 

utilized in getting the wider angle into the 1-3 pocket, whether with 
_ a sweeping hook or a sharp one.

Keeping thumb pointed ahead may be more advisable for 
beginners. The stride is straighter and the follow-through more 
natural.

Rapist of Baby 
Gets New Trial,

Georgia Business 


Only Strikes Slow 
State Job Climb 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


A two-month rise in Georgia’s non-farm employ- 
ment was interrupted last month by auto assembly 
plant strikes involving more than 4,000 Atlanta area 
workers. 


Despite this temporary setback, statewide employment 
October held at the September level of 958,800. 


Thus, the optimistic trend refiecting loosening of the recession’s 
grip actually kept right on going, for other job gains were suf- 
ficient to offset effects of the strikes.

Also, the auto workers have all returned to 
their jobs since the state Labor department com- 
pleted its monthly survey of employment and 
earnings. 


November figures, however, will be held 
somewhat in check by the steel and airline 
strikes. 


The biggest factor offsetting last month's 
strike losses was the normal seasonal increase 
in government employment, with a gain of 3,900 
workers due mostly to the faN reopening of pub- 
lic schools and colleges.

Also showing increases over September were trade and the 
transportation-communications-public utilities field. 


Although several months of sharp upturns in manufacturing 
employment were temporarily interrupted by the auto disputes 
and less business in aircraft, most other manufacturing industries 
showed continued improvement. 


This is quite a contrast te the same period last year, when 
there was a statewide employment decline of 2,000 workers, and 
many manufacturing industries were reporting declining business 
and employment. 


The third straight upturn in textile mill employment, which 
rose 400 over September last month, was not large.
